This applies particularly to the fol- 
lowing states: Texas, California, New Mexico, Florida, Mississippi, and Arizona. 
Should bulbs be delivered to you before recommended planting time, store them in 


a cool place.

DORONICUM - Leopardbane 


Very showy yellow-flowered perenniai. Their yellow, Daisy-like flowers 
are invaluable for cutting. As they flower chiefly in spring, they are 
indispensable in the border at that period of the year. They have bright 
green, heart-shaped leaves which disappear during July and August 
when the plant is dormant. 

Culture. Thrive well in heavy soils and succeed in sunny or partially 
shaded borders. Best grown in groups of six or more. Plant in autumn 
or early spring, 6 to 8 inches apart. Lift, divide and replant every third 
year; remove the flower heads directly after they fade, then a second 
crop of flowers will follow. Water freely in dry weather. Lovely with 
pale lavender Tulips.

Subcordata should 
be grown in a warm, sheltered position .Plant in fall or early spring, 
six inches apart.

Broad green leaves; blue flowers from July to August.

All they want is 
a little light alluvial soil, a little loam and peat or leaf mold sufficient 
to keep the soil light and open, plenty of moisture, position varying from 
partial to deep shade. f 
Culture. A shady position is, of course, preferred, or a spot which gets 
practically no sun, will be an ideal place for a fernery. If the position 
should be a very damp one, it will be advisable to raise the surface 
about 6 inches to a foot. For a good effect plant 8 to 10 inches apart.

Culture. Require to be grown in a cool, moist, shady position, such as 
under the shade of trees or among ferns. The ideal soil is a retentive 
loam, freely mixed with leaf moid and well rotted manure. As Helleborus 
are impatient of disturbance at the roots it is advisable to select a 
position for them where they will not be required to be disturbed for 
many years. Planting may be done in fall or spring, 12 inches apart. 
Each autumn add a top dressing of leaf mold and well rotted manure, 
and let it lie on the surface. In summer give plenty of water.

A welcome addition to those 
that brighten the dull days of February and March is the 
recently discovered Abeliophyllum distichum. It is a native 
of Central Korea where it was found in 1919, but was not 
introduced to England until 1932. 

\t is quite hardy and an excellent deciduous shrub for the 
small garden, seldom reaching more than 3 feet in height, and 
despite its strong growth, a compact grower. The branches 
tend to arch over when the leaves appear. The deep purple 
flower buds are produced in autumn. In a mild climate 
they cpen in February and transform the bush into a mass 
of white blossoms similar to that of the Forsythias. The 
flowers are actually pale pink when they open but soon fade 
to white. It needs a background of evergreens to be seen 
at its best, and although its flowers will stand some frost, 
avoid exposure to cold winds.

Excep- 
tional weather conditions may cause it to drop part of its 
foliage late in winter. This, however, rarely happens here and 
it certainly would not occur where temperatures are milder. 
Our plants originally were obtained from the Arnold Arboretum 
in Boston where it has proven to be most satisfactory even 
though foliage occasionally burns under extreme weather con- 
ditions as it also does in Mentor. It is a better and superior 
plant than Ligustrum amurense (Amur River Privet) and we 
recommend it wholeheartedly.
